In reading the reports of these immense 
gatherings, I seldom [see any reference

to the condition, to the wants of local 
societies or of their value to our cause, 

Great efforts are made to bring togeth- 
er the best talent that can be secured, 
the largest attendance possible and a 
pleasant ,harmonious enjoyable time is 
of course realized, 

But it must be attended with consider: 
able expense and not one person in a 
hundred, not Spiritualists, attend these 
meetings. But ‘if what ‘I have quoted 
from ,the Banner of Light, is true, it 
must be at ‘these ‘meetings, among the 
Spiritualists, that a “spiritual revival is 
sweeping the country,” as it is heard, of 
at no other place to my knowledge, 
which I greatly regret. 

On the contrary, my reading and my 
observation, which is not limited, leads 
me to the conclusion, that if sucha re- 
vival’is “sweeping the country,” it has 
swept a large proportion of spirituality 
out of it.

With the single exception of Los Ange- 
les in this state, I have not seen or heard 
of one local society or community of 
Spiritualists, that is in even a tolerable 
condition prospectively or financially and 
it is with difficulity that many of 
societies are able to hold their organiza- 
tions together.
